has not been lost. Had the Emprrsse’ 


DowaGer foreseen this she would probably: 
have been in less haste to issue those 
decrees, supposed to eman:te from the 
mouth of Kuang Hav. Had she played 
with her customary ability she would 
have got rid of Kuano Hav first and then 
appointed Put S1x@ to fill his somewhat 
unenviable shoes. But the Imperial ac 
tress bungled matters, ns she is beginning to 
find to her cost. The present situation re- 
venls the innnte loyalty of the Chinese peo- 
ple, for while they cnn have no regard for 
the helpless nonentity who fills the throne 
they certainly have respect for the institu- 
tion itself. ‘That respect for the throne is 80 
great that it has caused the ancient. Viceroy 
Liu Kune Yr, with fifty of his officials, to 
proceed to Peking and personally remons- 
trate with the perpretrator of such an act of 
injustice. It has induced commercial Chin- 
ese nt the risk of their lives and confiscation 
of their property to assemble publicly in 
large numbers and openly resent the de- 
thronement of their Empegor. 

In short the blunder of the Empress- 
Dowager lias to sdme extent crented pub- 
lic opinion in China, a lever hitherto lack- 
ing. That public opinion is unanimous 
that the Emperor should be retained, and 
if that public opinion be disregarded there 
are evident signs of n revolution that will 
shake China throughout ber length and 
breadth. It is questionable even now if the 
action of this wretched woman has not 
given such an impetus to movements having 
for their avowed object the overthrow of 
the dynasty and the introduction of reforms, 
Certainly the leaders of the rebellious 
legions in the Yangtsze Valley and in 
South China could certainly not be accused 
of treason against the throne in attempting 
to overthrow the regime of the Empress- 
Dowacer. The Yangtzse provinces, Shan- 
tung,and Kwangcung in theSouth, are over- 
run with rebellious secret societies, which 
need only capable leaders and organisation 
to develope a serious rebellion. Even by 
their means China may yet work out her 
own salvation, but one thing is evideat that 
China in addition to the burden of all her 
other troubles cannot bear the experience 
of an irresponsible woman one day dethron- 
ing the Emperor, and the next restoring 
him and dethroning his successor. The 
wonder is that such a creature ns the 
Enpress-Dowacer should be allowed to 
reside in Peking and retain ker unwhole- 
some influence so long. She has no hesitation 
in murdering her most enlightened subjects 
wholesale without regard to their ability, 
work or rank. It-would save much loss of 
life, confliction between the Powers, and 
undoubtedly save China from her otherwise 
impending fate, if the lady who believes she 
can govern affairs at Pekigg were put under 
sume form of restraint. An individual who 
illuses persistently his fellows, and who is a 
danger to the public is placed by the com- 
munity ios position in which he can neither, 
injure himself cor his fellows. For the 
‘peace of the world and Chiva especially it 
would be well if the Powers, or the leading 
Chinese officials would so deal with this 
objectionable creature at Peking, otherwise 
the people may undertake the task them- 
selves with disastrous consequences.

The information concerning the action of 


the Unitad States in regard to establishing 
the policy of the ‘Open Door’ in China, 
is not so definite ns many would wish, 
From the news cabled to the Far East from 
London many inclined to the belief that the 
United States. Government had made some 
official statement in connection with the 
matter, Such has not been the case. The 
news emanated from the correspondents 
in Washington of two London morning 
unofficial papers, who obtained their in- 
formation from sources. Consequently the 
information dves not carry the weight of an 
official utterance, but there is much reason to 
credit it with accuracy, though the reason for 
absolute official secrecy is not easy to compre- 
hend, Great Britain's reply was the first 
to be received, which is interpreted us nd- 


ditional evidence of the friendliness and — 


almost identical interests in the Far East 
between the United States «und Great 
Britain. Russin is said to have raised 
certain conditions and dealt in generalities, 
which naturally are to be distrusted. The 
recent backing of the Express-DowaGER’s 
scandalous action is ample support of euch 
distrust. Finnliy it is interesting to note that 
the United States Administration is highly 
gratified at the result of its endeavour to 
preserve uorestricted commercial conditions 
in China, and is actively proceeding with the 


development of its plans to provide for the 


working of the “ Opeu Door” policy. Pro- 
bably no power is in a better position at 
the present to undertake the task than 
America, as Grent Britain upon whom ‘the 


work would naturally have fallen, is too 


busily eugaged elsewhere. The undertaking 
is not go ensy as it apnetrs on the surfaco 
and its progress is not likely to be {fucilitated 
by any more Imperial edicts such as the last. 
That it may be completed soon is the hope 
of every commercial man having business 
with Chinn. 


NEED OF PREPARATION IN 
THE PACIFIC. 


- 
(Daily Press, 8th February.) 

It is apparently hopeless to convince the 
military authorities in Englund that there is 
any use in being prepared for eventualities, 
and the consequence ig that on the outbreak 
of every war of consequetice something of 
first-class imsortance is discovered to be 
missing, and while it is being put in order 
thousands of lines are sacrificed, and the 
country jeopardised, It waa so at the 
beginning of the Crimean war when during 
actual hostilities the whole had to be swept 
out; it was so at the beginning of the Egyp- 
tian campaign, and now in South Africa we 
find a similar unreadiness sitting like nn 
incubus upon ourarmy. We heard much 
for instance a few years ago about the want 
of mounted infantry, and the Horse Guards 
gave us to understand that the want was 
being supplied, and yet when we find our- 
selves opposed to n country of horseriders 
the cavalry arm has been well nigh forgot- 
ten. So of artillery ; most of the modern 
improvements of the arm have been initiated 
in England; we possess all the means for 
manufacture. and our guns when made will 
bear competition with the first.

. to say nothing of the Plague Cemetery and 


the Infectious Diseases Hospital. He thought: 
the probability was that the city would spread 
eastward, rather thaa westwards. There were 
various reasons why that should be so, and when 
one came to think that every year thoy had 
some 4,500 interments in the immediate neigh- 
bourheod of the city, and that these interments 
absorbed no less than three acres of land every 
year. he thought that that was sufficient reason 
why they should, if possible, direct these inter- - 
ments to some other place. This was extremely 
valuable land. It was becoming more and more 
valuable as building sites every year. The city 
could {not spread up the hills, so far as the 
Chineso were concerned. It must spread out 
in one or the other direction, and he thought it 
would probably spread eastwards; so that if 
they closed these cometeries and diverted the 
dead bodies they would be doing a great deal to 
relieve the enormous congestion of human 
beings in the centre of the city. In No. 5 dis- 
trict there was a population of 1,000 persons to 
the acre, which was a most excessive rate of 
overcrowding. The only remedy for that was 
to spread the the city towards the eastern 
and western suburbs. Mr. May suggested 
Tamma Island or Chunghui Island. Per- 
sonally he thought Tamma would be more 
dificult, Chunghui Island might be inaccessible 


. during rough weather. Of course it was a 


question for the Government to consider 
whether free transit should not be given for 
Chinese dead bodies to the new cemeteries.

CATTLE AND INOCULATION FOR RINDERPEST 
IN THE NEW TERRITORY. 


Mr. C. V. Ladds (Colonial Veterinary Sur. 
geon) submitted a report, dated January 17th, 
on the requirements for a bacteriological labor- 
atory and cattle inoculation for rinderpest in 
the New Territory. In the course by his 
report Mr. Ladds sys:— 

“To my opinion at would require a large staff 
of officers to effectually regulate the importation 
of cattle from the mainland into the New 
Territory, and ‘on this account I am more 
inclined to advise the inoculation treat- 
ment for rinderpest of all animals which 
are kept in the extension itself. Given a: 
little encouragement and assistance from the 
Government, and under proper and constant 
supervision, with a view to the prevention of 
animal diseases, the new Territory should in a 
very short time produce snfficient avimals, both 
cattle and swine to enable the colony to he self- 
supporting in this respect, instead of being as 
at present almost entirely dependent upon ont- 
side sources. ; 

“ Comparatively few cattle are driven through 
the New Territory,from the mainland for the 
Hongkong Market}-only 1083 in 1899, as com-| 
pared with about 20,000 brought direct from, 
Canton, Hoi Fang, and other places by water. | 

“To build and equip a suitable laboratory oni 
the Kowloon side, as recommended in my minute 
of 19-12-99, would necessitate a large expendi- 
ture,and I therefore suggest as an alternative 
measure that a temporary laboratory be establish- 
ed in part of the building which now constitutes 
the old Tung Wah Mortuary at Kennedytown, 
which has I believe been recently acquired by 
the Government. These premises could be 
easily adapted for this purpose at a compara- 
tively small cost, and ber a long time would 
serve equally well. The equipment of such an 
establishment and (he purchase of the necessary 
cattle would not exceed $3,500 to $4,000 in ad- 
dition to the cost of alterations which would be 
required. The annual up-keep might be estim- 
‘ated roughly as follows :—food for 12 months 
$700; up-keep of apparatns., chemicals, and 
incidental expenses $200; gas $1U0; ice $50; an 

intelligent coolie who could be trained fo take 
charge of the animals, clean apparatus, and look 
after the place generally 8120. A European 
assistant would also be required, and instead of 
engaging an additional man who would devote 
his whole time to laboratory duties I would 
recommend the appointment of the Inspector 
in charge of the Animal Depots at Kennedy- | 
town as assistant at a salary of $300 per annum 
in addition to his ordinary pay, as such duties 
would be entirely outside those of his substan-

Anfornition concerning a recent fatal case of 
hydrophobia ii Hongkong was submitted. 

“Sanitary Inepector Barnet reported oo the 
16th ey that he bad made enquires into 
the death-of Ng Li Kin, of 1, Rienackor 
atreet, ‘and foucd that the deceased was 
bitten by @ dog, the property of Ngai 
Sut and Co., enginéers, Queen's Road Ernst, 
oa or about the 19th November. The 
mother of the child took her to No. 2 Polics 
Station, aud sho was sent to the Government 
Civil Hospital, where the wound was dressed. 
She was uot detained in Hospital.. She had 
two scars on left cheek said to have been tha 
tesult of the bite. She developed symptoms of 
hydropobia on the 1lth January, and died at 
7 p.m. on the 13th January. The dog which 
bit the deceased was said to have bitten other 


people, - 

On the 17th January Sanitary Inspector Bur- 
net said he had been to the address.given by the 
mother of the obild to try and findout the names 
and addrosses of other people said to have been 
bitten. The people in there denied all pace lenge 
of the case. He found that the mother of the 
child was under treatment by Dr. Chung. she 
having been bitten by the deooased child. Police 
Inspector Cuthbert, in a report to the Captain 
Superintendent of Police, dated Jan. 19h, aaid :

- married woman that her daughter had been 


bitten on the face by a dog supposed to be

Road East. The dog was captured immedi- 
ately after, but made its escape again: Latur 
the same day it. was brought to the station 
by some coolies, who said it had died on the 


round its neck and had the appearance of 
having been strangled. The dog was known to 
the police to be ownerless, and several attempts 
were made to capture it without result. No 
complaint was ever made to the police about the 
dog having bitten any one before. 

Dr. Hartigan said:—Only yesterday I saw 
seven days close to the Government Offices, 
four being without collars. The police seem 
to take no notice of these stray dogs. They 
should be captured. 

Major Brown:— There are far too many 
stray dogs in the colony. I think all such should 
be caught and if not claimed within 48 hours 
destroyed.

THE RAID ON THE RATS. 


Mr. Osnoewe said that on the 10th Jannary 
the Board advertised that rat traps could be 
obtained free of charge at the office of the 
Sanitary Board. ‘I'wo weeks had elapsed since 
then and they had received 37 rate, all of 
which were, he understood, picked up on the 
street, not hunted for. They had issued 137 
traps, of which only four or five -had gone to 
Chinese, so that up to the moment their offorts 
at rat-catching were a distinct fsilare. He 
thought they would be more successful if 
they adopted the course taken in London 
during the great plague, that was, sent their 
dust-carts rounds calling out “Bring out your 
rats,” instead of ‘“ Bring out your dead.” The 
foreman could pay for the rats. 

Dr, CuakK pointéd out that there was not 
a Portuguese foreman in charge of a dust-cart, 
and he did not think it would be wise to entrust 


rats brought to them. There was a Portuguese 
foreman in each district and a Furopean inspeo- 
tor, and the matter might be left with them. 
If Mr. Osborne would accept that amendment, 
‘he would second his motion.

Here pirates 
and cargo are landed before an adiriring crewd, 
and ibe launch, being of no farther use, is 
allowed. to return. Can anything be more 
beautifully simple ? 


Talking of China “ braves” reminds me of an 
amusing spectacle which may be witnessed any 
evening at one of the West River ports. It 
having been found necessary to protect the 
Gustom House against piratical attack, a guard 
of soldiers is deputed to keep the watch on the 
front verandah. They usually arrive about sun- 
down—four men anda white dog. Tho first two 
carry bedding and cooking utensils of a portable 
description, the rear guard bear rifles, neatly 
labelled with the owner's name in red paper 
and adorned, as to the barrel, with pendant pork 
chops. Pipes and a drum complete the outfit. 
The bedding having been disposed in a suitable 
corner-and the cooking arrangements being 
found in order, the drum is beaten with skilfal 
rattautando for the space of three minutes; the 
guard light their pipes and settle themselves to 
discuss the market price of rice and other food- 
stuffs in relation to their pay, preparatory to 
turning in, and the white Ace takes up a com- 
manding position on the front steps where—it 
must be conceded—he maintains « most efficient 


watch. 


A local wag was cruel enough, on last New 
Year's Eve, when the younger members of the 


‘community were celebrating the auspicious oc- 


casion by a torchlight procession with gong ac- 
companiment, to blow a fog-horn in the ear 
of one of the sleeping guards (Cerebeus having 
previously been propitiated) and violently beat 
the aforesaid gong in the passive face of 
another. It issaid Chinese have no nerves, bat 
these two by their actions falsified the dictum. 
I have seldom seen people so startled. 


Ata fire in the Spring of last year this same 
guard distinguished themselves in no mean 
manner. Reinforced by their comrades from 
the city and fully armed, they successfully 
guarded {he entrance of the Custom House 
(which was not on fire) against all comers, while 
some squirted water into the spectators’ faces 
with toy syringes procured from the local 
fire department, and others ran hither and 
thither with bowls of water, with which they 
impartially deluged the smoking timbers. 
Thanks to their efforts, ably seconded by a 
landing party from a British gunboat, the fire 
was got under and a general conflagration 
averted. 


The mention of gunboats leads me_ to 
record a serious loss the West River has 
recently sustained, owing to the involuntary 
collision of Torpedo Boat No. 36 with a sanken 
rock in the River. The sympathy of ali who 
know him gees out to Mr. Macgill is this mi 
fortune. for which he was by no means respon- 
sible. He has successfully run the fast little 
craft for the last four months up and down the 
tortuous channels of the West River, and 
besides keeping her in a spick and span condition 
sufficient to satisfy the most censorious dock- 
yard official, he has, by his manly and cheerful 

resence endeared himself to all with whom he 
tisk come in contact. As long as the British 
Nary can train and turn ont warrant officers 
of his stamp we may rest assured that the back- 
bone is solid to the core and that, come what 
may, our first line of defence will not be found 
wanting. Here's to you, Misther Macgill ! 

And as I have become personal, I may as 
well go one step farther, and mention another 
Irishman who is shortly to leave ue. I allude

THE LATE MR, NORONEA. 


——__@———— 

Much segret will be felt not only by the 
Portuguese communities of Hongkong, Macao, 
and the China Ports, but by Europeans of all 
nationalities and Chinese in Hongkong at the 
death of Mr. Delfino Noronha, printer and 
publisher. Especially will old residents feel 
sorrow at the final departure of an old friend, 
one who daring.o business oareer of half a cen- 
tury in Hongkong earned the highest respect 
from generations of residents. No man ever 
was more straightforward in business and 
social life, and no one ever was of 4 more gon- 
erous disposition. Mr. Noronha’s charities, both 
public and private, were many and were never 


‘done in view of any reward. The writer of 


this note has known Mr. Noronha for thirty 
years and has good rensons for believing that 
what he gave to the poor and the assistance he 
renderad to his compatriots and other in diffi- 
culties far exceeded what was known to the 
general public. 

Mr. Noronha commenced business as a work- 
ing printer at Oswald's Terrace, Wellington 
Street, which was then the business centre of 
the town, soma time in the forties. Some years 
later the printing of the Government Gusette, 
which had previously been issued in connection 
with a bi-weekly paper called The Friend of 
China, was given to him, and with the help 
of his sons he built up the oxisting well-known 
business of Noronha & Co. At the death of 
Mr. Carvalho, printer and Consul for Portugal 
at Shanghai, Mr. Noronha took over his busi- 
ness and one of his sons took charge but the 
firm subsequently retired from Shanghai. Mr. 
Noronha removed sometime in the seventies to 
two large houses at the corner of Pottinger 
Street, opposite the Central Police Station, 
burned down at the fire of Christmas, 1878, ard 
such was his generosity that he devoted one of 
them almost entirely to the entertainment of 
his friends when they paid visite to the Colony. 

The funeral took place on the afternoon of 
the 7th inst, and was very numerously attended, 
amongst them we noticed Mr. Romano, the 
Hon. J. H. Stewart Lockhart, Mr. J. J. Francis 
all the Roman Cathoic clergy and several 
leading members of the Portuguese community.

HEMP AND TOBAC€O CROPS FIND AN 
OUTLET. 

THE FRIARS—THE PLAGUE. 

Manila, 29th January. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

The ports of the southern islands are being 
rapidly oper and the river and bay at Manila 
are crowded with numerous steamers and sail- 
ing vessels. Commercial circles are more active 
than they have been for months, as all the 
houses are trying their best to get shares in 
the high prices that exist at every newly-open- 
ed port. As soon as the unusual demands are 
supplied, the prices naturally decrease and the 
best “ pickings" become exhansted. Thus every 
sort of ship is being grabbed Bp. and ancient 
and obsolete craft once again take their p'aces 
with the modern carriers. Many of the natives 
and especially the Chinese provincials make 
their way along the coasts in sailing vessels to 
Manila, where they take on their cargos of 
odds and ends, and hurry back to the unimport- 
ant coast towns where large vessels do not call.

The whole country has felt the equeese that the 
long months of | blookade has caused and, in. 
many places, the prices have reached a ridiculous. . 
range. In spite of. the. tremendous losses caus- 
ed by the insurrection there seems to be a large 
amount of money in circulation, and goods of.

During the coming week it is ex that 
several porta on the nothern coast of Mindanao 
will be opened to trado; order will be main- 
tained by the 40th, Volunteer Regiment which ia . 

It. is strange 
that this island, that Spaniards and foreigners 
repeatedly said would canse a great amount of 
trouble, has turned out to be one of the most 
pacific in the entire archipelago, and all indica- 
tions point to an univterrupted continuance of 
these relations. | : 

General Kobbé's expedition has been very. 
snccessfal, and the hemp districts of Albay, 
Sorsogon and alto (he islands of Samar and 
rer have been opened after months of isola- 

on. 

Troops of the 47th and 43rd regiments are 
garrisoning this part of country, and though 
there are quite a number of armed insurrectos 
in the vicinity, their operations will be confined 
to petty at(acks of small bands whose oxtinotion 
will simply be a matter of time. 


THE RELIGIOUS CONTROVERSY. : 
Apparently the eter of the demonstra- 
tion at the Chappelle reception have been spread 
Lroadcast throughout the island, for petitions are 
arriving every day from outlying towns, addressed 
to Otis and Chappelle, asking for the expulsion 
of the friars, aud begging to be spared tue tyr. 
anny of the old regime. Attempts have been 
made by some of the newspapers to shade over 
the disgraceful scenes and attribute them to 
the misbehaviour of a lot of hoodlums and low 
class natives; but these cistorted efforts have 


done more to augment the trouble than to relieve 
it. 


The plague is being well handled and oases 
are not increasing at a rate to cause alarm, in 
tact to residents of Hongkong the oxistence ' 
of a similar visit would not cause more than 
passing comment, The sanitary department is 
particularly active in the cleaning of the walled 
city, and old broken or choked up drains and 
unflushed cesspools are receiving.a cleaning that 
is far beyond the comprebension of the Spanish 
residents. Native inspectors have unearthed a’ 
most astonishing number of leprosy cases hid- 
den away in all parts of the town. In hiding 
the sick the Filipinos are »lmost as cunning as 
the Chinese, and it requires natives to discover 
the numerous places of concealment. The last 
three weeks fortunately have beon cool with 
strong sea breezes, and under these conditions 


‘the health of the city has bean fairly easily 


controlled. 


RENEWED REBELLION IN 
SWATOW. —

Canton, 7th February, 191). 

News has reacted Canton to the effect that 
in the district af Po-ning, Swatow, the people 
of several hundreds of villages have again rose 
inrebellion. They have gathered togethera large 
number of bad charactets, local banditti, and 
men of the secret societies, and incited them 
to take up arms against the Government. The 
native authorities there are afraid to cope with 
them because of their large numbers, and have 
despatched a request to the Viceroy of Canton 
to send troops; to repress the rebellion, As 
General Wong-K um-Fuk is a nstive of Swatow, 
and well acquainted with all the districts and the 
habits and customs of the people there, H.E. 
the Viceroy ae Chang has ordered him 
to take a large number of troops and proceed in 
the gunboat Chan To to the districts to quell 
the disturbance. Several civil officials will go 
witb him to assist in the trial of offenders with 
fall power to behead any one of them on the 
spot if necessary.

(b.) PROCEDURE BETWEEN COMMITTAL AND 
TRIAL.—FUNCTIONS OF THE GRAND JURY 
IN ENGLAND AND THE ATTORNEY 
GENERAL IN HONGKONG. 


The Magistrate, having committed for trial, 
the accused, in England, either remains iu 
custody {ill the hearing of the case by the 
Quarter Sessions or the Judge of Assize as the 
case may be, or else procures bail, which will 
generally be allowed, except in cases of very 
serious crime where the panishment is lkol 
to be so heavy that the accused would, in all 
probability, prefer to forfeit the recognisance 
of himself and his sureties, and run away rather 
than appear and take his trial. 

In this Colony there are no Quarter Sessions, 
but, what is more advantageous to the acoused, 
a monthly sitting of the Supreme Court which 
ensures the speedy trial of all accused persons 
and prevents the delays which are often com- 
plained of in England. 

Another difference at this stage of the pto- 
ceedings appears between the practice in Hong- 
kong and the course adopted in England. Here 
we have a public prosecutor. The Attoruey 
General has the depositions submitted to him 
by the Crown Solicitor and considers the case 
carefully. 

He has power by Ordinance to remit the case

As 
a rule, such a case commences, if the ‘aconsed is 
not alreudy in-custody, by the issue of a sum- 
mons ‘or warrant to procure his attendance be- 
fore the Hi gape Magistrate or the -two 
Justices of the Peace, who in many country dis- 
tricts of England are his equivalent. The sum- 
mous or warrant of arrest a6 the case may be con- 
tains a-concise statement of the charge. . Before 
a warrant -of arrest can issue it is indispensable 
that. the information or sfatement of the ac- 
cuser or informer should be verified by oath in 


The accused person, either having appear- 
ed {o a summons or being brought up in 
custody, is placed in the dock and proceed- 
ings begin at once, Often a remand is 
at this stage asked for ou the part of the 
prosecution, so as to procure the attendance 
of all the necessary witnesses, some of 
whom may not yet be in attendance. Some 
slight evidence will justify such remand, and 
the Magistrate may orally remand for three 
clear days or by written warrant for a space not 
exceeding eight clear days. 

Subponas may be issued if necessary to pro- 
cure the uttendance of witnesses. “Then, upon 
the day appointed for continuing the hearing 
the prosecutor and his witnesses as well as the 
accused being present, and either side, should 
they think fit, being represented by counsel, the 

att of the prosecutor, who then proceeds to 
brag forweel his witnesses. The latter will be 
examined upon oath, their depositions being 
taken down by the clerk, in the first person, 
and as nearly as possible in the exact danecwaee 
used. Any material remark volunteered by the 
prisoner during any part of the proceedings 
sheuld be similarly recorded. At the close of 
each witress’ examination, the accused, or his 
counsel is at liberty to cross-examine him, 
and the anwers will be taken down in the same 
manuer as those obtained upon the examination- 
in-chief.” 

All these depositions will then bo read over 
to, and signed by, the. respective witnesses who 
have made them and will be signed by the 
presiding Magistrate, And any such deposition 
may be used against the acoused, at his trial, in 
case of the previous death of the witness mak- 
ing it or of his being so ill at the time as to be 
unable to attend. 

Tf, after hearing all the evidence for the 
prosecution, the Magistrate is of opinion that 
it is not sufficient to put the accused on trial, 
the latter is entitled to be forthwith discharged 
Tt should be observed that the ordinary rales 
of evidence apply equally to such cases as th 
to those in which the Magistrate 
is dealing with a matter as to which his juris- 
diction is final. 

If the Magistrate is satisfied, however, that 
the evidence adduced by the prosecutor is suf- 
ficient to put the accused on his defence, he will 
read or cause to be read to him the depositions 
already taken, and, after informing him of the 
precise legal charge which he has to answer. 
avill. address him in the following terms :— 
* Having heard the evidence do you wish to say 
anything in answer to the charge? You are 
not obliged to say anything unless you desire to 
do so; but whatever yon say will be taken down 
in writing and may be given in evidence against 
you on your trial, and you ara also clearly to 
understand that you have nothing to hope from 
any promise of favour and nothing to fear from 


the accused person should not havo been com- 
mitted for trial, but should bave been dealt with 
summarily. Ln‘the latter‘case he can direct the 
Magistrates so to-deal with the matter. 

The Attorney General can also refer back the 
documents to the Magistrate with directions to 
re-open the inquiry for the purpose of taking 
further evidence. These powers are not often 
used but a are usefnl powers to possess. 

Asa general rule, the Attorney General pre- 
pares the formal charge or information or (as 
it is now called under the new Procedure Or- 
dinance, No. 13 of 1899) the Indictment against 
the accused. 

_After the indictment is prepared and signed 
by the Attorney General it is, in this Colony, 
bronght to the Registrar of the Court and 
is filed by him in the Supreme Court. A 
notice is then endorsed on it addressed to 
the accused specifying the date of the 
szssion at which the trial will take place, 
and a copy of the indictment and of this notice 
is served on the accused by the Bailiff of the 
Court. Thus tho accused is put in possession 
of the exact nature of the charges upon which 
he will have to be tried and can prepare for bis 
defence accordingly. Moreover fe tas the ad- 
vantage of knowing the evidence against him, 
which was given at the Magistracy. In Eng-

Magistrates, a list of whom 
8 called over at the opening of the Coarts ‘in 
order that they may sppear. Thy Judge de- 
livers what is called a “charge” or address to 
the Grand Jury, shortly pointing out the nature 
of their duties und directing their attention to 
any peculiarities in the oases which they will. 
have to consider, Tho Grand Jury discuss 
each indictment, ¢eriatim, and hear witnesses 
in private (nsually only thoso for the prusecti- 
tion) and, if they are satisfied that there is » 
primd facie case against the accused person. 
they return a “true bill” (as it is called, and 
the case then goes for trial before a Jaige and 
jury. If they think that there is no case made 
out, the foreman ‘endorses upon the indictment 
the words “no true bill.” in every case the 
foreman signs the endorsement. True bills are 
bronght by the Grand Jury into the Court and 
banded by the foreman to the clerk of the Court. 
If “no true bill” ix found, the case is at an end, 
unless there has been a verdict against the ac- 
cused by the jury in a Coroner's inquisition. 
Historically, the interposition of the Grand Jury 
was the natural course of things, but it seoms to 
me it is not really now necessary In thoso cases 
where an experienced Magistrate has already 
investigated the matter and committed the 
accused for trial, In this colony, the work. of 
the Grand Jury isin substance performed by 
the Attorney General and the time of the twelve 
to twenty-three gentlemen is saved thereby. 

(c.) PROCEDURE AT TNE TRIAL, 

In only touch lightly on the trial to 
which all these formalities are the preliminary, 
for a criminal trial now differs in very few 
points from any ordinary civil cause, and its 
course is well known. At the present da 
any accused person may retain counsel for bis 
aelonee. It seems strange to ts now that 
until 1856 a prisoner charged with felony was 
not allowed to have the benefit of professional 
advocacy. Yet euch was the case, and I may 
add, in passing, that it was not till 1747 that 
“a full defence by counsel” was allowed to 
those accused for treason. ‘The accused man 
is first of all “arraigned,” that jis, cajled to 
the bar to plead to the charge made against 
him. There are now only four possible pleas, 
the person charged with felony oan pleal 
“ Guilty,” “ Not Guilty,” “ Autrefois Acquit,” 
« Autrefois Convict.” Of course, the last two 
pleas simply allege s presious trial and 
acquittal or conviction of the accused as 
to the offenco charged in the indictment. 
Bat the usual plea is“ Not Guilty.” and that 
plea puts the prosecutor upon the proof of 
everything necessary at law to prove the pri- 
soner's guilt, If the accused is obstinate and 
dcolines to plead at all, a pleaof “not guilty e 
is entered for him. One may here remark that 
less than one hundred and fifty years ago 8 

rizoner who would not plead was treated very 

ifferently. Sir J. F. Stephen points out that, 
till 1772, such a person was taken and °° stretch- 
ed naked upon his back and had iron laid upon 
him as much as he conld bear and more, and had 
ao to continue, fed upon bad bread and stagnant 
water, on alternate days, till he either plead- 
ed or died.” Indeed, in 1726, one Burnwater, 
accused, at Kingston Assizes, of murder, refus- 
ed to plead, and was pressed for an hour and 
three quarters with nearly four hundred-weight 
of iron, ate which he pleaded * not guilty,” 
and was convicted and hanged. I remem- 
ber reading of several other cases. The 
object of; refusing to plead was, that in 
that case there could be no conviction, there- 
fore no forfeiture occurred and the property of 
the accused person was thus preserved for his 
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heir; . It-isevident-public feeling hes much’,

io England. the ‘jury :consists :of .twelve. men 
and the verdict. must be unanimous. - lu Hong- 
kong: the-jury.consists of seven men and (except 
in cases,.such as murder visited by the law with 
capital punishment) a majority consisting of 
not less that five jurors can give a valid verdict. 
_ In England the accused nd challenge per- 
emptorily, that is, may, withont-.giving any 

. reason, object to thirty-five jurymen in cases 
of treason, and twenty .in cases of felony, but 
in cases-of misdemeanour he has no right of 
peremptory challenge and mast show: 
cause for any challenge he makes. Any chal- 
lenge must be made as the juryman is about to be 
sworn and before he is sworn, In Hongkong, 
causeless challenges are not allowed. It.is pro- 
vided .by the Jury Consolidation Ordinance. 
No, 18-of 1878, that no person who shall be put 
upon his trial either for treason, felony.or mis- 
demeanour shall be-allowed to challenge any of 
the jurors.except for caure. 

When the jury. has been sworn, proclamation 
is made calling on the prosecutor and witnesses 
to prosecute ani give their evidence. 

In cases of treason. and felony, the officer of 
the Court then givos the prisoner in charge to 
the jury, stating the effect of the indictment 
and the prisoner's plea of not guilty and charg- 
ing them to enquire whether he is guilty or 
not. The Counsel for the prosecution then 
opens the case to the jury and oalls and ex- 
amives his witnesses who are respectively cross- 
examined and re-examined according to the 
rales of evidence. It used to be a cardinal rule 
that the prisoner could not be called as a 
witness to give evidence on oath, but by 
a recent Act of Parliament 61 and 62, 
Victoria, chap. 36, it is enacted that in 
England “Every person charged with an 

offence and the wify or husband, as the case 
may be, of the person so charged, shall bea 
competent witness for the defence at very stage 
of the proceedings whether the person so 
charged s.lely or jcintly with any other person. 


+ Asa general rule, however, the accused can- 


not even now be called as a witness except upon 
his own application, and certain limits are im- 
posed on his cross-examination., At the close 
of the prosecution, the case for the defence is 
opened by the prisoner's Counsel (if he has 
any) and the witnesses for the defence are called 
and cross-examined und re-uxamiued and then 
the prisoner's Counsel sums up bis evidence. 

Thon follows the reply of the Counsel for 
the prosecution and the summing up of the 
whole matter by the Judge who direots the 
jury as to the law of the cuse and calls their 
attention to the evidence adduced, he jury 
then give their verdict and prisoner is discharg- 
ed if the verdict is “not yuilty’ and sentenced 
if he is found guilty. 


REMARKS ON THE PRESENT PROCEDURE, 


All this seems very natural to us now, because 
we are accustomed to it, but the prisoner was 
not always treated with the consideration he 
meets with now. I am far from saying that 
the present system might not be improved, and 
that many useless technicalities might not be 
abolished with advantage to the community; 
bret there can be little doubt that, given a care- 
ful judge and fair-minded jury,-very few inno- 
céht people can be convicted, though, possibly, 
a fair percentage of guilty men are acquitted 
through technicalities. It must be remembered 
that although the jury may think the probability 
is that, tho accused is guilty, nevertheless if 
they entertain anv reasonable doubt they must 

find a verdict.of not guilty. Woe have no 
special verdict of “not proven” in English 
Criminal Law. 

One defect in the criminal procedure in Eng- 
land is the want of a sufficient staff of public 
prosecutors. It is true that, in 1884, the Soli- 
citor of Her Majesty’s Treasury was consti- 
tated Director of Criminal Prosecutions. Bat 
he intervenes only occasionally, to prevent a 
miscarriage of justice; and in nearly avery case 
the private individual who is injured is left to 
‘prosecute at his own expense, subject to the 
Court allowing his reimbursement to a certain 
extent. Such prosecution, though ‘n the name 
of the Sovereign, is in reality a private prose-

NtCESSITY FOR A CODE OF CRIMINAL LAW. 
“It seema very strange, and it indicates the 
necessity for oiling the wheels of the Legis- 
Jative Machinery in Sugland, that we have no: 


complete Code of English Criminal Law. If 
Parliament has had the inclination, it bas not 
found time to pass such a measure. Hey 

It is to be Ismented that King James did not 
accept Lord Bacon's offer to digest the laws' of 


England as they oxisted at the beginning of the. 


seventeenth century. Sir Robert Peal, speaking 
in the House of Commons in 1326. said that the 
lapse of more thin two hundred years had 
increased the necessity of the measure which 
Lord Bac sn then proposed. It is estimated by 
a competent authority that in the middle of 
the thirteenth century, some twenty sec- 
tions would have sufficed for a criminal code, 
while in Lord Coke's day, possibly eighty sec. 
tions, carefully drawn, would have bees suffi- 
cient. It is true that some portions, perhaps 
nearly half of the Criminal Law, was consoli- 
dated nearly forty yearsago. The Consolida- 
tion Aots of 1861 dealing with accessories, with 
offences against the person, with larceny, with 
malicious injury to property, with forgery, and 
with coinage offences, although somewhat cum- 
brons in their structure and very deficient in 
definitions, are very useful Acts. But a Code 
of substantive Criminal Liaw and aleo a Code 
of Procedure are sadly needed, and in the ab- 
sence of such codes one can but admit the 
jastice of the description of our law as “a 
curious combination f Common Lew and frag- 
ments of innumerable statutes, welded, so faras 
it is vy elded iuto a whole, only by the industry 
of text writers who have assimilated and col- 
lected theimmense materials afforded by ancient 
treatises, case law, and the statue law.” 

The result is that the practising lawyer has 
constantly to consult huge treatises such as 
Russell on Crimes, 


IGNORANTIA LEGIS NEM{INEM EXCUSAT, 

Now although modern Criminal Law is a 
complicated and difficult subject, it is no good 
for an offender to say he did not know he was 
breaking the law. 

The answer will ba ‘everyone is presumed to 
know the law,” an assumption perhaps more re- 
markable for boldness than for accuracy. At 
the sama (ime, it is difficult to see how justice 
could be administered on any other assumption 
though, most certainly, the majority of people 
know remarkably little about the Criminal Law- 
Yet comparatively few seem to suffer much in- 
convenience from that want ef knowledge. It 
{a quite possible for any ordinary, honest, well 
conducted man to go through life without tron- 
bling himself in the least, about the diffi- 
culties and complexities of Criminal Law. It 
is trae that, as civilization increare and 
men congregate in large towns, many 
regulations, fiscal or municipal; have to be 
enacted, and as contraventions of these are 
enforced by the Magistrate in the interests of 
the community, an act not, in itself, morally 
wrong may be made punishable, But, in the 
main, the Criminal Law is an elaborate devel- 
opment of the second half of those ten com- 
mandments, which we are told were divinely 
given more than three thousand years ago, 
amidst thunderings and lightnings, at Mount 
Sinai. ‘Chervfore a man who obeys those com- 
mandments will uot be likely to fall foul of the 
Criminal Law of England. 


CRIMINAL LAW AND THE COMMANDMENTS. 
Human nature uow is singularly likely bhu- 
man -nature then. The commandments Thou 
shalt not kill, Thou shalt not steal, Thou shalt 
not bear false witness against thy neighbour, 
Thou shalt not covet, &c. &c, aye and other 
commandments {oo, ara just as essential to the 
welfare of the individual and of the State now 
at the end of the 19th century in England and 
in Hongkong and elsowhere, as in the days of 
Moses and in the wilderness around the holy 
mountain. Indeed, Sir James F. Stephen 
oints out that the statement of the positive 
duties of man to man to be found in the 
Church Catechism which merely develops those 
commandments, corresponds step by step wilh 
the prohibitions of a Criminal Code. “Those,” 
says he, ‘ wao honour and obey the Queen will

I need.aot proceed any farther with 
thia illustration, but there is much trath in - 
that learned. writer's statement that “ The 
crimiual Jaw may be regarded ‘asa detailed ox- 
position of ,thediffereut ways in which: men- 
may so violate their duty to their neighbours 
asto incur the indignation of society, to an 
extent measured not inaccurately by the various 
punishments awarded to their misdeeds." , 


CRIMINAL LAW IN THE ULDEN DAYS. 
Greene tells us iz his History of the English 
People, that the ten commandments and no 
portion of tke law of Moses were prefixed 
to the code of King Alfred, and this be- 
came part of the law of the land iu Saxon — 
times. Now King Alfred died A.D. 901, so 
bis laws were in force a thousand years 
ago; and while the Church Ecclesiastics gradu. 
ally assumed jurisdiction in matters calling for- 
spiritual censure, the Civil Courts came to deat 
in time almost exclusively with offenders against 
the second half of the commandments. One 
might say, 1n popular languages, the clorgy en- 
forced many of the duties to*God while the 
Civil Courts dealt with wrongful acts to a 
man's neighbonrs or fellow-men. This may be. 
accounted for, even in those wild days, by the 
influevce of the Church. An eminent writer 
has pointed out that “the clergy were never 
more powerful in any time or countrv than 
they werg in England before the Norman 
Conqnest. Civil and Ecclesiastical legislature 
went hand ja hand, nearly every set of secular 
laws enacted by any of the early Kings were 
coupled with an ecclesiastical code or contained 
ecclesiastical provisions.” In those days the 
highest as well as the lowest in tha land regurd- 
ed ecclesiastical censure and discipline with awe. 
Moreover, the Bishop and the Rar! sat sido by 
side in the Court of each County, till William 
the Conqueror relegated the Bishops to their 
special province of dealing with things ecclesias- 
tical and the discipline of souls. Thus originat- 
ed the Bishops’ Courts which still exist ond 
which many years ago played an important 
part in history. 
The Clergy encouraged the system of Com- 
purgation and of Ordeals, which were the 
moder of deciding contested cases where an of- 
fender was charged with crime in Saxon times, 


CRIMINAL LAW IN SAXON TIMES.—INFANG- 

THIEF, COMPURGATION, AND ORDEALS, 

In Saxon times the thief or murderer, if of 
bad character. got little mercy, Franchises of 
Infangthief were usually conceded to the lords 
of townships, which conferred the right sum- 
marily excuting thieves found on their lands. 
Strangers were regarded with suspicion, for 
Ina’s laws provide that “if o far coming man 
ora stranger journey through a wood out of 
the highway, and neither shont nor blow his 
horn, he is to be held for a thief either to be 
slain or redeemed.” ; 

Assuming, bowever, that the accused escaped 
summary hanging, the process of investigation 
into a charge of theft seems. to have been some- 
what as follows:—First, in order to see that 
the charge was made bond fide, the accuser had 
to swear he accused nut “for hatred, envy, or 
unlawfal lust of gain.” 

- The accused mau, if he denied the charge, 
then had ito swear to his innocence. Then 
arose the question of personal character, The, ~ 
system of sureties and Frankpledge simplified - 
this. Ethelstone’s law, for instance, enacted 
that the lord or his steward should answer for 
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a great authority writey as follows -—*.A man 
who could not.read and a woman, whether she 
could read or not, must be. hung for stealing two 
shillings, © But a murderer ofthe worst kind 
who knew how to read. oncaped from nearly all 
punishment unless, indeed, he had married a 
Widow) iy 
In such a strango state of the law the advice 
of the elder ‘Woller to his son to * beware of the 
widows” would have been very appropriate. 


 Bouefit of Clergy was not abplished till 1827 
by the Act of George IV. 


TECHNICAL OBJECTIONS. 


Another drawback to excessive severity in 
Criminal Law is that technical objections are 
thereby encouraged “ in favorem vite." 

It would be too tedious to give instances of 
the absurd objections which used to be taken to 
Indivtments, and were not only taken but 
allowed to be fatal.to the prosecution. Judges 
ought to have had the power at once to amend 
any slight defect not really essential to the 
substantial merits of the matter. But it was 
not till the present century that such powers 
were conferred in certain cases by various Acts 
of Parliament, It is not very long since an 
‘Indictment for marder had to set out in minnte 
details all the circumstances of the crime, so 
that. it became advisable to insert different 
versions in different courts. Io one court it 
would be alleged that the knife was held in the 
murderer’s right hand; in another that it was 
held in his left hand, and soon. It was one 
thing to require that the acoused should know 
what he was charged with, it was quite another 
to require a number of irrelevent details to be 
inserted in the Indictment. Even in the 
present day some of our Indictments might, 
with advantage. be greatly abbreviated, and no 
doubt this will be done wheu our law becomes 
codified.

CONCLUSION, 


Strauge asis the history of the devices re- 
sorted to in former days to mitigate excessive 
severity of the Criminal Law then in existence, 
underlying them all will be foand a praise- 
worthy leaning to mercy, o desire that the first 
offender should get off more lightly than the 
hardened criminal. ora desire that, if a loop- 
hole could be fuand, the accused might thereby 
escape the penalty which was felt to be, in 
some cases, too great for the offence. But it 
may well be doubted whether a much more 
complicated and unphilosophical system of jnr- 
isprudence could be found iu the annals of a 
great people than English Criminal Law in 
force even in those days‘ when Georgp III. 
was King.” ' 

During the reign of Qneen Victoria, how- 
ever, not only bave great improvements been 
effected, bunt great and wise and honest Judges 
have adminiatered the law and ont of chaos 
something like order and system have been 
evolved. Iam not one of those wlio think the 
present English Criminal « aw perfect ; but, as 
a practical system, it is now just and merciful. 
Taken as a whole it is not unworthy of a nation 
which yield to none in love of justice, adminis- 
{ered alike to rich and poor—justice adminis. 
tered openly in the face of all men and without 
fear or favour. 


The Formosan Government will shortly re 
vive the old scholastic degrees in force before 
the island passed to Japan.
